TH E H E E D GF ROAD-M AKING. 
There is no enterprise |in the western 
states that is in a more demoralized con* 
Aition than that of wagon road-making. 
lo faot there is no enterprise at all in 
that direction, and whether there ever 
will be such a thing as efficient work In 
the 
line 
of 
making 
good 
roads 
west of Ohio, is 
a question. The 
experience of the west is that one of the 
things whioh it nee is moat, aside 
from 
railways, is a well made, substantial 
wagoj road. There are very few such 
roaas in the west and there are not ten 
miles in all the state of Wisconsin. 
Ohio has done something to improve 
its wagon roads, bod Pennsylvania has 
ordered a general tax levy cf 7\i mills 
for the improvements 
of its roads. 
Captain F . V. Greene, who bas done 
much to awaken an interest in road- 
making, has written a very timely article 
for Harper’s Weekly on roads and road- 
making, in which he shows the necessity 
for a solid road bed on public highways. 
He gives some important statistics rela­ 
tive to the force required to draw a ton 
over the various street surfaces. A surface 
of iron requires a force of but ten 
pounds, one of asphalt fifteen pounds, 
wood twenty-one pounds, best stone 
block thirty-three pounds, average cob­ 
ble stone ninety pounds, macadam one 
hundred pounds, earth two hundred 
pounds. 
These estimates arc for the 
streets in all sorts of weather. Captain 
Greene's deduction rh to the amount 
which New York would save by substi­ 
tutions asphalt for stone blunks is simply 
stainable estimate. He calculates that 
the city expends $11,000,000 a year for 
transportation. 
A single horse with as­ 
phalt pavements could carry three time8 
as heavy a load a? at present, or work a 
much longer number of hours. The 
saving which would be effected, be be­ 
lieves, would be not lees then '$5,000,000 
a year. 
But, of oourse, the chief point in Cap­ 
tain Greene's article is in showing the 
importance of solid roads m the coun­ 
try. The loss annually to the farming 
community on account of bad roads is 
more than they imagine. 
Aq Captain 
Greene shows, the farmer is forced to 
use doable the power in drawing a load 
of grain to market over a common roan 
than would be required to draw it over a 
solid road-bed of the macadam sort. H is 
cot likely that the country roads will ever 
be built of asphaltum, but it is not dif­ 
ficult nor expensive to macadamize the 
chief reads leaning iato a city. The re­ 
sult of ail such roads is this, “the value 
of land will certainly increase, the cost of 
transportation will certainly diminish. 
and the faot that there will be less wear 
aud tear upon the serves of the people 
will also have a real value, whether it has 
a oash value or not.’*

adopted: 
Iii at the action of tho twenty-second 
national encampment upon the matter of 
pensions is hereby reaffirmed and that the 
pension committee Is hereby instructed to 
use all possible moans to secure legislation 
in accordance with tho resolutions of that 
encampment.” 
By this action tho encampment indorses 
both the disability and per-diom bills for 
tho s«‘cond time. 
There was a prolonged 
discussion upon a resolution to promote 
legislation giving to all inmates of soldiers’ 
homes who dosire to livo outside of such 
homes a pension of $12 monthly. 
It was 
vigorously opposed, on the ground that if 
tho disability bill is passed at tho next 
session of Congress the veterans would get 
the sum in question anyhow, whether they 
lived in the home or out of it.

S he C o m m en ts on th e E m p ire ’s C o n d itio n 
a n d P ro ro g u e s P a rlia m e n t. 
London, Aug. 81.—Parliament was pro 
rogued Friday until Nov. IO. The Queen 
in ber speech, said: 
“ My Lords: 
It is with much satisfac­ 
tion that I release you from the labors of 
a protracted session. 
Our relations with 
other powers continue most cordial. Since 
the beginning of the session nothing has 
happened to diminish our confident ex­ 
pectation* of unbroken European peace. 
The conference upon tho affairs of Samoa, 
consisting of representatives 
of (treat 
Britain, Germany and America,. w hich 
assembled at Berlin in the spring, agreed 
upon a convention {regulating tho govern­ 
ment of those islands. This instrument ba­ 
boen accepted by mo and by tile Emperor 
of Germany, ana now awaits tho assent of 
tho American Sonato. 
“ At my suggestion tho King of tlio Bol 
gions has consented to summon 
iii the 
autumn a congress of tho European pow­ 
er*, to be held at Brussels, to consider tile 
present condition of the slavo trade ly 
land and sea, and to deliliorato on meas­ 
ures for tho arrest and mitigation of the 
evils which this traffic still iutliets 
upon 
mankind. 
“ I have come to an agreement with the 
French republic by which tho various con 
troversies respecting the boundaries of our 
respective possessions on the west coast of 
Africa have been adjusted. 
A new postal 
telegraphic convention has been concluded 
with France and Germany. 
“ It has afforded mo much pleasure to 
accept the loyal offers of several native 
princes and chiefs who have come forward 
to share the military burdens im posed 
upon my subjects in British India. 
I 
welcome their co-operation in tho com­ 
mon defense of the empire. 
“ Gentlemen of the House of Commons: 
I gladly acknowledge tho care and liber­ 
ality with which you have provided for 
the wants of the public service. 
“ My Lords and Gentlemen: 
Tho meas­ 
ures you have takeq with no grudging 
hand to strengthen tho naval defenses, 
will enable my subjects to pursue industry 
and enterprise in more complete security 
cf peace. 
The act of reforming the local 
government of Scotland will, I am con­ 
vinced, contribute largely to the welfare 
and contentment of my people in Scot­ 
land.” 
“ I have assented with much pleasure to 
the bill for bringing the less prosperous 
portions of Ireland into rapid communica­ 
tion with the principal markets of the 
united kingdom by means of a systematic 
extension of railways. 
This provision will 
confirm the increasing agricultural and 
commercial well being which has accom­ 
panied 
tho 
gradual 
suppression of 
disorder in Ireland. 
I sincerely hope 
that the now board of agriculture will 
be the means of still further developing 
the oldest of our national industries. I am 
thankful to be able to recognize signs of 
growing prosperity, the fruit of returning 
confidence, everywhere discernible. In the 
hope that under the operation of your 
wise counsol it may be strengthened by the 
hearty concord of all my subjects, I com­ 
mend you reverently to the merciful care 
of Almighty God.”

Chicago, Aug. 31.—Tho great Cronin 
m urder trial began in earnest at IO o’clock 
Friday morning. 
Tho same scenes which 
m arked the opening of court on tho two 
kays on which the caso was before Judgo 
McConnell took place. 
The crowd was 
greater than ever and the rush to obtain 
admission to tho court room was tremen­ 
dous. 
W hen the deputy sheriff declared tho 
Criminal court in session the State’s A ttor­ 
ney said: 
“ Your honor, the State is ready to pro­ 
ceed in the cases of Dan Coughlin and 
others. 
There being no panel of jurors 
subpo-ned for service hero to-day, I will 
have to ask th at a special venire be issued, 
returnable at 2 o’clock this afternoon.” 
This was ordered by the court and then 
an adjournm ent was taken to that hour. 
In the afternoon the examination of 
talesmen for jurors was begun. 
Several 
wore rigidly examined by the State and 
four were set aside for further exam ina­ 
tion. 
None havo yet beth submitted to 
the defense. 
Tile Line of Evidence. 
The caso has gone far enough to indi­ 
cate pretty 
conclusively 
tho 
lino of 
evidence upon which the prosecution will 
rely. 
If the questions put to jurors on 
the voir-dire examination point to any­ 
thing they point to the conclusion th at 
circum stantial evidence and that alone is 
relied on for a conviction. 
Every m an 
in the jury box that 
was 
examined 
by the 
State 
was questioned 
closely 
as to whether ho believed in circum­ 
stantial evidence. 
Any hesitation on tho 
part of the prospective Juror to clearly 
express the confidence in this sort of 
evidence was the initial point of a seared 
ing examination by the State's attorney. 
A principal; question on behalf of tho 
State was: 
‘‘Supposing it should 
turn 
out iu the trial of this case that tho evi­ 
dence is mainly circumstantial, if it con­ 
vinces you beyond a reasonable doubt of 
tho guilt of these defendants would 
you 
feel it your duty to Ani them guilty just 
the same as if the evidence was direct?” 
While tho State is evidently relying on 
circum stantial 
evidence 
to procuro a 
conviction, there are not wanting indica­ 
tion that it expects to present a convinc­ 
ing array of circumstances proving the 
guilt of the defendants or some of them. 
The question of conscientious 
scruples 
against tho death penalty is gone into 
with each juror. 
To be a safe and sound 
juror in the eyes of tho prosecution he

t h a t : he would if guilt were proved by 
direct testimony. 
Where tho juror was 
born, where he had lived, his occupation 
for years past, and tho societies, secret or 
otherwise, to which ho belonged or had at 
any time belonged, wero not second even 
to the inquiries as to his acqur intone© 
with any of tho prisoners or their coun- 
seL 
Acquaintance with Alexander Sullivan,

sedulous attention was paid by tho State, 
Of tho jurors who wero examinod none !

Then came a ‘’corn palace” at

City, and 
this structure was 
intended to advertise the advantages of 
the section for raising corn. 
But the 
most novel idea is tho present Bine Grass 
palace, and is intended to show what the 
surrounding section of Iowa, comprising 
seventeen counties, can do in the way of 
raising this noted grass. 
The palace is 100x100 feet on the ground 
and two stories of fifteen each in height. 
In the center is a large open court from 
which a dome rises to a height of 1*£0 feet. 
Viewed from the outside it presents tho 
appearance of boing built of huge bales of 
blue grass, timothy, clover, red top, etc., 
cured as hay, and the whole roof covered 
with a thatch of the grass peculiar to that 
region. 
Everything is made of grass. 
Grass 
carpets to cover the floors, grass curtains 
hang at openings of sections and windows 
and gross is made to do duty as doors.
